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GIVEN DIFFICULTY AT THIS LATE DATE OF FIELDING AN ADEQUATELY 
INSTRUCTED DELEGATION. WE ALSO AGREE WITH PERM DEL'S 
JUDGEMENT (REF E, PARA 3) THAT IT WOULD BE VERY DIFFICULT 
TO PREDICT THAT U. S. WOULD HAVE SWING VOTE AT MEETING. 

ON OTHER HAND. AN ELEVENTH HOUR VOLTE FACE, ON WHAT WOULD 
BE SEEN TO BE POLITICAL GROUNDS. COULD HAVE NEGATIVE EFFECT 
ON ATMOSPHERE OF MEETING AND MAKE IT LESS RATHER THAN MORE 
LIKELY THAT MODERATE VIEWS OF LIKE-MINDED STATES 
SYMPHATETIC TO U. S. POSITION WOULD PREVAIL. PLEASE DRAW 
ON FOREGOING IN REPLYING TO DEPUTY UK PERM REP BIRRELL AND 
IN REAFFIRMING DEPT S DECISION NOT TO PARTICIPATE IN 
MEETING.
